On May 24 the Senior 
Staff agreed that the completion of this project would provide an 
important background for obtaining popular support for U. S. 
national security policies. Awaiting report by the State, Defense 
and JCS members.

JCS memo (NSC 79) circulated for Coyncil information and referred 
to the Staff for use in the preparation of a report.

It was 
also understood that an attempt will be made to have 1 or 2 re- 
ports ready for Council action on June 6, 1951,
